MIRAMONTE SMEARS 
JAYSEE ELEVEN 51-0 


Southern Team Runs Up Eight Touchdowns 
With No Substantial Trouble 


The Salinas Panthers closed their grid season last Sat- 
urday with Miramonte downing them, 51-0. 

Salinas’ chief weakness lay in the lack of reserves and 
the slowness of the inside line. The backfield, consisting of 
Woods, Judge, Shepherd and Sladé=did well with the pass- 
ing and punting of Clarke, Besides doing the ball carrying, 
the backfield was forced to do most of the tackling as the 
Miramonte ball carriers sifted through to the secondary on 
nearly every play. Judge, Woods, Campbell and Bob Hall 
did most of the tackling, with occasional assistance. 


Miramonte’s’ first score came

from Finch and ran 40 yards—the 
kick ‘was bad. Miramonte kicked 
off and Salinas took the ball on: 
their 35. A double shift play was 
used, but Slade was slow in pass- 
ing and Finch intercepted and 
romped 25 yards to score. The 
conversion failed. 
SALINAS MAKES START 

At this point Salinas started a 
rally of its own. Judge returned 
the kick-off to his own 30. Slade 
lost seven. Judge picked up three 
and Clark punted to Miramonte. 
Hogg’s fumble was recovered by 
Salinas its own 15 after a sus- 
tained: Miramonte drive and the 
Panthers swung into action. 

Woods, star fullback, gained 
eight on an off-tackle smash; Slade 
followed with three and then five, 
and Woods gained again. Judge 
almost trapped: for a loss, let flv 
a long pass which was completed 
to Clark on Miramonte’s. 43. 

Slade, on a wide run around left 
end, picked. up. 11 yards and a first 
down, on Miramonte’s 32. Slade 
gained once more and a short pass 
was good for a few more yards. 
After an incomplete pass Salinas 
elected to kick and Clark sent the 
ball over the end zone. After that 
there were no more threats from 
the Panthers. 

Shortly after the Salinas drive, 
Finch took a long pass from Webb 
to the 2 yard line: Finch plunged 
over for a counter.. Cohen con- 
verted. : 

After an exchange of intercep- 
tions a pass from Webb was de- 
flected by Judge into the arms of 
an M. J. C. man, who lateraled to 
another team mate who in. turn 
lateralled to Cress. Cress went 
over standing up. Cohen’s kick was 
good and the half ended 26-0. 

SECOND HALF AS. BAD 

In the second half the M. J. C. 
A. offspring ran wild to shoot over 
four more touchdowns. Hogg, Mc- 
Laughlin, scored three of them and 
the last score came when Slade 
faded back to pass and pulled the 
prize boner of the day as he threw 
the ball wildly into the air as he 
was being hit. An unnamed line- 
man took the ball on the 10 yard 
line to amble over. 

The kick failed and the game 
ended' with the Panthers trailing 
‘51-0. 

The game was colored by the 
brilliant running of Gilmore, shif- 
ty M..J. C. back. Miramonte play- 
ed a well-organized game, while
